Because you are the embodiment of these 
virtues I crown you Queen of Roses.“ 

As he pronounced these closing words the 
Bishop took from the white satin pillow held 
by a maid of honor the crown of roses and 
placed it upon the head of the kneeling 
Queen. ‘

I hear that the ceremony is to take 
place privately in and that the 
couple will reside principally in this country, 
an arrangement which will not be received 
by the public with unmixed satisfaction. 
Prince Alexander has no property, except his 


posed that the Emperor Frederick left his 
daughters more than 250,000 each. The 
young Emperor William cares nothing about 
his sisters, which, however, ig only natural, 
as he has seen little of them. So that the 
Princess Victoria is never likely to return to 
Berlin or Potedam after she becomes the 
Princess Alexander of Battenberg. 

It 1s probable that the Empress Victoria 
will pass the autumn in Scotland, in which 
case she will reside with her three younger

mer. The Empress Augusta, so far from be- 
ing utterly broken down, as the papers stat- 
ed, 1s in exceedingly good health, consider- 
ing her age and infirmities. The Empress 
stays at Baden-Baden till the middle of 
next month, and then goes to Coblenz fora 
short time and subsequently to Schiangenbad 
for the cure, returning in September to the 
palace of Babelsberg, near Potedam, for a 
few weeks. 

A person who is thoroughly acquainted 
with the young Emperor telis me that he is 
a true “junker,” which in English means 
truculent—the Tory “jingo.” He, however, 
1% a man of decided ability, and has 
a thorough, practical knowledge of 
affairs of every kind. He is ex- 
ceedingly headstrong and self-willed, 
and one danger to peace is that, having 
never been at war, he may become inspired 
, by a morbid craze to associate his name with 
some great military achievement. But there 
will be no change while Bismarck lives. 
Emperor William will never quarrel with 
Russia, for he likes that country, its people, 
ana methods of government, and his per- 
sonal relations with the Czar are most friend- 
ly. The old Emperor was untiring for a 
year before his death in exhorting his grand- 
son never to enter upon war with Russia. 

The crowd at Potsdam actuaily cheered the 
young Emperor when he was following his 
father’s coffin to the grave. The royal 
funeral is always a miserable mockery, for 
there must inevitably be a large number of 
persons in the cortége who, although arrayed 
in ali the trappings of wo, are nevertheless 
da merry as grigs in reality. A few years 
ago, tne day of the funeral of one of 
the most prominent members of the English 
royal family, the coffin was lying in state in 
a chamber hung with black, but a distin- 
guished foreigner who entered to deposit an 
imperial wreath was scandajized to find two 
well-known nobiemen standing at its foot 
in animated conversation and laugh 
ing heartily. A formerly prominent 
member of the household was at 
once appointed to remain in attendance on 
the coffin of the deceased member of the 
royal family. The day before the funeral he 
was supposed to sit on one side apparently 
absorbed in grief, but a person who entered 
hurnedly found him lounging in an easy- 
chair, which he had dragged in from the 
next room, with a pile of newspapers and a 
French novel, and his feet resting on one 
end of the stand on which the coffin was

THE HARRISON ANCESTRY. . 

The name of Harrison summons up stirring 
reminiscences. Memory goes back 248 years, 
when his stout old regicidal ancestor, Jonn 
Harrison, Major by tne grace of God, one of 
the men who had kept his powder dry in 
Cromwell’s army, appeared the morning of 
Dec, 17 before Hurst Castle, where Charles 
L. was a prisoner, and announced his errand 
to the agitated monarch—namely: that he 
been commissioned to convey him to 
Windsor. Twodays afterwards the King 
sets out, escorted by soldiers under com- 
mand of the bluff trooper. He had been ad- 
monished that Harrison had been instructed 
to assasinate him, but, struck by his soldier- 
ly bearing—for the Harrison family from 
that day to this have been soldiers—the 
King frankiy mentioned his suspicions, 
the trooper remarked that “he 
not to entertain any such imagination 
; that the Parliament had too 
much honor and justice to cherish so foul an 
intention; and assured him that whatever 
the Parliament resolved to do would be vub- 
lie and in a way of justice, to which the 
worla should be witness, and would never 

endure a thought of secret violence,” 


| Harrison landed his prisoner safely in 


Windsor Castle. The 19th of January fol 
lowing he appeared once more with his troop 
and escorted the King inacoach with six 
horses to St. James’ Palace, London, to await 
his trial, at which Harrison was present. 
Two years later, after the King’s execution 
and Charles Il.’s defeat at Worcester, he 
was one of the conference called by Crom- 
well at the house of the Speaker of Commons 
to effect a “settlement of ihe nation,” and 
stated the object of the conference in the 
following words: “I think that which my 
Lord-General hath propounded is to advise 
as to a settlement both of our civil and spirit- 
nal liberties, and so, that the mercies which 
the Lord hath given unto us may not be 
cast away. How this may be done is the 
great question.” Then came the conflict be- 
tween Cromwell and the Parliament, and the 
former’s sudden appearance im the midst 
with the intention of dissolving it. Harri- 
son advised him. to move with consideration, 
as the work was dangerous, but when he 
persisted and introduced his soldiers it was 


mace. The Long Parhament was dissolyed 
and the Littie Parliament summoned. Mean- 
while the religious enthusiasts had gained 
the ascendency and Harrison appeared at 
the head of the Anabaptisis, bent 
upon establishing the Fifth Monarchy, 
with himself at the head, &t the approach of 
which “the saints of Christ should alone 
reign in the earth.” The Fifth Monarchy 
failed to materialize. Its would-be leader 
was already in the shadow of terrible retri- 
bution. In 1660 Charies IL came to the 
throne, and one of the first acts of the House 


had sate upon the trial should be tried for 
regicide.” Twenty-five of them were dead, 
nineteen had fied, twenty-nine were 
brought to trial and all were convicted.

THE THREE PARTIES’ T PLANKS. 

It should be noted that whereas the St. 
Louis Democratic platform demands “a re- 
duction of excessive tariff taxation “ on the 
lines of Cieveland’s “last earnest message 
to Congress,” as interpreted by the Mills 
bill, and the Chicago Republican platform 
would maintain all present import duties ex- 
cept on articles of foreign production not 
luxuries, *‘ the like of wnich cannot be pro- 
duced at home,” the Indianapolis Prohibi- 
tion platform declares that “the burdens of 
taxation shall be removed from foods, clothing, 
and other comforts and necessaries of life.” 

The proposition of the Prohibitionists 
practically means free trade. If the tariff is 
removed from foods, clothing, and the other 
comforts and necessaries of life“ there would 
remain only foreign wines, jewelry, laces, 
end a few other luxuries to be taxed. The 
practical application of the principles of the 
Prohibition platform would mean the re- 
moval of all duties on lumber, coal, iron, 
sugar, clothing, wool, woolens, blankets, 
salt, silk, implements, machinery, glass, pot- 
tery, ete. These are all comprehended among 
artacles of food, clothing, or the comforts 
and necessaries of life. Of the 220 millions 


it must be remembered in this connection, 
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pugnant to the sense and sentiments of the 


American people. It would be most oppres- 


sive, as it would require the levying of an 
enormous direct National tax and heavy ad- 
ditional direct taxes for municipal purposes. 
The Prohibitionists’ scheme would result in 
the unrestricted and unrestrained use of 
cheap whisky, with all its demoralizing and 
debasing influences, as its price would be re- 
duced from $1.25 down to 25 cents a gallon.

Itis not improbable that reminiscent in- 
fluences may exert a considerable effect on 
the coming campaign, owing to the peculiar 
recdllections associated in the minds of a 
multitude of voters with the name of Har- 
rison and the famous campaign of 1840. 
Every native-born citizen over 60 can remem- 
ber vividly that extraordinary outburst; all 
over 69 participated im. it ae voters for or 
against Old Tippecanoe, It was a campaign 
that aroused the enthusiasm of boys and 
girls as well as of men and women, and all 
who had reached the ageof 12 when they 
passed through the scenes of 1840, and who 
are still living, must recall that eventful 
year and find some magic in the 
name of Harrison. A multitude of 
people who participated in the 1840 campaign 
still survive, and they and their descendants 
constitute the mam body of the American 
people. In innumerable homes the incidents 
of 1840 will be ‘recalied, and there is ground 
for the belief that the recital will not tend 
to prejudice the Republican party or the Re- 
publican candidate. 

Gen, William Henry Harrison was nomi- 
nated, supported, and elected to Presi- 
dency in 1840 in consequence of a tremen- 
dous outburst and protest against the conse- 
quences of State-Sovereignty Bourbonism. 
Calhounism ruled the Democratic party and 
had subjected the country to grievous evils. 
Under Jackson the Democracy had attacked 
and finally under Van Buren had broken 
down the United States Bank, anz that well- 
based and reliable institution had given place 
to hundreds of wildcat State banks issuing 
notes without security or limit and inflating 
the currency beyond the bounds of safety, 
and when they. burst, as nearly all 
did, they scattered ruin, around them. 
A sliding-scaie system of tariff reduction 
had been adopted, so that merchants and 
manufacturers were kept doing business on 
a constantly falling market for several years, 
with destructive results. Expenditures for 
river and harbor 
stopped. The successful efforts of the De- 
mocracy in denationalizing the Federal Gov- 
ernment and weakening National authority 
in deference to the State-supremacy doo- 
trine led to the panic of 1837 and the ensuing 
years of almost universal distress. The de- 
struction of a sound National currency ana 
the issuance of irredeemable blue-pup and 
red-dog State bank notes depauched the 
credit system, caused the people to over- 
whelm themselves with debt, and produced 
general distress. The cessation of expendi- 
tures for internal improvements and the 
foolish method of tariff reduction contributed 
heavily in bringing about the panic of 1887. 
Bankrupts swarmed on every side, and the 
principal activity was with Sheriffs, consta- 
blies, and United States Marshals levying on 
the property of debtors. Thousands of West- 
ern farmers saved their farms only because 
nobody could be found with money enough 
to pay the appraisement price at forced sale. 

Brought to face the consequences of its 
wretched blundering and stupid Bourbonism, 
the iron-wilied old Democracy refused to 
yield oneiota. It would do nothing to re- 
establish a sound National currency, nothing 
to put the tariff back to a fairly protective 
level, nothing to improve the rivers and har- 
bors. If the people wanted a currency they 
must look to the States; if they wanted pro- 
tection against imports they must ask it from 
some other authority than the Feaeral Gov- 
ernment; and if they wanted river and har- 
bor improvements they must get them from 
the States or the cities on the seaboard.

professions of law and medicine, Two ways 
are open for the correction of the evil. The 
first is the raising of the standard of admis- 
sion in law schools and medical colleges, and 
the demand dy the State of a higher test for 
license either to practice at the bar or to 
smooth the way to the grave. The medical 
profession itself is chiefly to blame for the ex- 
cess of the doctors. It has founded all over 
the United States mushroom colleges, in which 
a diploma is procurabie by illiteracy after 
little more than one year of pretended study. 
This statement, which appears extravagant 
on its face, medical practitioners must con- 
fess rigorously truthful. The profession of 
medicine has ceased to be “liberal.” The 
term has lost its primary significance, It 
was originally the designation of a freeman; 
it referred at its birth in our language to 
those learned and refining studies which dis- 
tinguish a gentleman—a man of gentle and 
kind manners and of pure morals—from the 
low and rude churl who, under the serf sys- 
tems of olden times, was not only illiterate, 
but brutal. 

In the European countries a liberal educa- 
tion in the original sense is still a prereq- 
uisit for both medicine and the bar. With 
us the profession of the law continues to de- 
mand scholastic training much higher than 
that indispensable for admission to the pro- 
fession of medicine. Men and women are 
now received in American medicai colleges 
without any serious inquiry into their pre- 
paratory education, They are still dabbiers 
in Latin and Greek, for the terminology of 
the drug store remains in those languages. 
But no examination is required in either. 
They are not subjected even to an examina- 
tion in their own language, and the manu- 
scripts which doctors often send to Coroners 


and newspaper offices would discredit the’ 
primary village school, There have been re- 


peated efforts to purgethe medical profes- 
sion of illiteracy and chariatanism high up 


im its ranks. The efforts, however well 


meant, cannot succeed until the corrective is 
apphed at the gate of the medical college. 

A second method of diminishing the evils 
accruing to the country by the overcrowding 
of these callings is the encouragement of the 
higher branches of artisanship. The country 
needs architects, civil engineers, and artists 
far more than lawyers or doctors, of whom 
there is a surplus. Architects, engineers, 
and artists are not altogether a manufactured 
product. There must be native talent to 
make special education profitable. If the 
artisan occupations of the higher kind were 
more respected a large proportion of our 
young men would seek them; and their en- 
vironment would develop the special talent 
out of which artists and architects are pro- 
duced. There are tens of thousands of work- 


ers in wood and stone, in designing and dec- 


orating. earning deter wages today than 
many lawyers end The former are 
nearly all foreigners. The latter are nearly 
all natives. 

Our education system is in grave need of 


_reform in the direction of suppressing the 


evils of the overcrowded professions; and 
the reforms must originate in the public 
schools and find their enforcement in an 
enlightened public opinion, ‘There must be 
more education of the hand and the eye, of 
the constructive and creative faculties; and 
the standard of admission into medical ang 
law schools should be so hightened and spe- 
cialized that fewer will go into them and 
more into the artisan occup&tions. 


Tus Hydrographic Office of the United 
States Navy Department has collected, ar- 
ranged, and compared all the reports that 
have been received in regard to the great 
blizzard of last March.

A CORRESPONDENT DEFENDS tux 
_ PROHIBITION PLATFORM. 


He Assumes that “The Tribune” Is in 
Error and Then Sets Out to Make a 
Series of Misstatements in Support of 
His False Assumption—Another Writer 
Who Charges Insincerity Ie Shown the 
Error of His Ways—Interesting Corre- 
spondence. 

Cao, June 26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In your editorial this morning on the 
above topic you make three serious errors, 
which I feel sure you will cheerfully cor- 
rect: :

There is no agency that 
could do so immediately. The only effective 
way in which prohibition could be enforced 
throughout the Union would be by amend- 
ment to the National Constitution, as slavery 
was finally abolished. This would take 
years, even though the sentiment of the ma- 
jority of the Nation werein its favor and 
though the Prohibition party had a majority 
in both Houses of Congress sufficient to give 
immediate effect to its immediate repeal of 
the internal-revenne system plank. 

Indee , it does not seem necessary that 
the Prohibitionists should have a major- 
ity in Congress to secure the repeal of the 
internal-revenue system. With the aid of 
Pig-Jron Kelley, McKinley, Randall, Foran, 
and their Republican and Democratic fol- 


lowers a score of Prohibitionistse would be 


able to accomplish what the Pronibition plat- 
form demands—free whisky immediately. 
The repeal of the internal-revenue system

2. Mr. Bibiey’s attempt to instruct Taz 
Trrsunge as to the powers ot the States to 
adopt prohibitory amendments and to pass 
prohibitory laws is amusing.
